The  agreement  with  the  Dartmouth  Corporation  for  their  Operator 
to  carry  out  Rodent  Control  in  Brixham  on  alternate  weeks,  is  proving 
satisfa  ctory,  and  further  progress  has- been  made  in  the  control  bj)" 
block  treatment  of  properties.  The  sewer  treatment  has  been  carried 
out.  Test  baiting  and  maintenance  has  been  <*ontinued,  Tho  public 
are  making  good  use  of  the  service  in  private  dwellings  and  owners  of 
business  premises  are  co-operating  in  treatment  measures. 

As  a result  of  operations  during  the  year,  314  dead  rats  were 
found  (including  17  ship  rats),  and  it  is  estimated  that  427  others 
were  destrojred.  9^  Dead  mice  were  found,  and  279  estimated  destroyed.
